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Sam Levenson is a folk humorist, a parent, a former teacher and 
now, a writer for United Press International. For the sake of parents 
and teenagers who may have missed Mr. Levenson so far, may we 
quote a few of his phrases for your enlightenment? 

Says Sam, "I don't deny kids pleasure, God bless them. | want 
them all to have fun. But | also hate to see them getting killed or 
seduced in cars and getting into all kinds of trouble. And the statis- 
fics are that they do get into a lot of trouble. 

"What to do about it. The parents have got to have the guts to 
be parents. It takes a little courage to face up to a kid when you 
know he is wrong...» 

"The kid starts with a car which is given him for no good reason, 
except he wants it, and ‘all the other fellows have one.’ .. . There's a 
bus that passes the house a block or so away, but he won't take it. He 
must have the car... 

"Our own parents had rules . . . you either went to school or you 
went to work. If you went to college, you waited to get married at 
least till you were out. If you wanted a car, or a racoon coat or what- 
‘ever — I'm not talking about the rich kids, but average kids of aver- 
age families — you worked to get the money for it. Sometimes you 
could make enough, sometimes you couldn't . . . 

"Trouble with today's teenager is they expect everything in life 
free. You do a kid no good by giving it to him. Because the only 
thing he gets out of life that way is the habit of receiving. You've 
denied him the joy of achieving ... 

"How about taking a job on Saturday? How about working for 
that extra five bucks? He never heard of it. He gets panicky. 
That's when to lay down the rules. One of the biggest is that a 
youngster must be taught to be self sufficient. He has to start grow- 
ing up... 

"And going steady at 15... So they walk in with some idiot and 
say, 'Ma, we're going to get married.’ And Ma says yes because 
maybe the kid'll walk in next week with a worse idiot... 

"The free car, the early marriage, the unsupervised dates, they're 
all symbols — symbols of kids getting things they're not ready for, all 
unearned increment. It's spoiling their lives. They're denied the won- 
derful anticipation of being able to say, ‘Look, when | grow up I'm go- 
ing to work and I'm going to earn money, and I'm going to do this and 
that and the other thing; buy myself the things | want, earn them with 
my own hands and brains.’ . . . 

"It's up to the parents. The teenagers need a reason for living 
too. They need a devotion. They need an example. They need some- 
thing that's better and more important than the car . . . A child must 
be raised with a sense of responsibility to himself, his parents, to his 
country."

OR ATTEND A SPECIAL SCHOOL BEFORE 


LICENSE IS ISSUED; REPORT REQUIRED 


PORTERVILLE, Mar. 5—Hunt- 
ers in Japan must attend a spe- 
cial, “‘hunters’ school,” or be able 
to pass an oral examination be- 
fore a hunting license is issued to 
them, and-at the end of the sea- 
son they must return their license 
with a report on game taken. 

This information is contained 
in material sent to Ross Welch, 
retired game warden, by Dr. and 
Mrs. Phillip S. Barber, during 
their trip to Japan, along with a 
resume of game limits, hunting 
regulations and other sportsmen’s 
information. 

Japan has three forms of hunt- 
ing licenses: One for those using 
authorized hunting equipment; 
another for persons using a shot- 
gun; a third for persons using an 
airgun. 

Hunting permits are not grant- 
ed to minors, idiots, lunatics and 
game-law offenders. A hunter 
must wear his badge in plain 
sight; within 30 days after the 
end of the season, a hunter must 
return his permit to the issuing 


agency, with a complete report on| 


numbers and type of game taken. 

In the hunter school, safety in- 
struction is about the same as any 
other place in the world: Don’t 
shoot into bamboo thickets; don’t 
shoot around water where unpre- 
dictable ricochets can _ result; 
check muzzle of gun always to be 
sure it is not plugged by snow or 
mud; shoot only when an actual 
animal has been sighted—don’t 
shoot at sounds. 


Prohibited methods of hunting 
in Japan include use of ‘‘kasumi- 
ami’ nets; use of guns of No. 6 
calibre or greater; shooting from 
wheeled vehicles in motion, or 
boats moving at five or more 
knots; use of fixed rifles, explo- 
sives, poisons, dangerous traps, 
pitfalls, or “ijubuye’’ whistles. 

As for game limits, here are 
some examples: Pheasants, three 
per day; Hazel grouse, three per 
day; partridge, moorehen and 
coot, five per day; ducks, 10 per
